Chicago, Feb. 14. — Not during the 


last six years has the equal of the 
present cold been experienced in the 
west, and in many places no such low 
temperatures have been recorded since 
the establishment of the weather bu 
reau. The area of the cold wave ex 
tends from Canada to the Gulf of Hex 
ico and from the Rocky mountains to 
the Atlantic. The line of zero weather 
is about in the latitude of Memphis 
but all through the south freezing 
weather is reported. 
In the north the 


mercury has registered anywhere from 
zero to 45 degrees below, the latter 
mark being recorded at Richland Cen- 
ter, Wis. Trains everywhere in the 
west and northwest are from two to 
12 hours late, and because of the pack- 
ing of the fine snow in the cuts it is 
expected that it will be several day? 
before the roads are able to restore the 
schedule time, even if the weather 
moderates. 


From western Misour!, Kansas and 


Nebraska come reports of tempera- 
tures from 20 to 25 degrees below zero 
The official record at Kansas City was 
21.2. All through these states the 
month of January was the 
coldest 


known since the establishment of the 
weather bureau, and the month of Feb- 
ruary has so far shown equal severity. 
All through Minnesota. Wisconsin and 
northern Michigan the mercury ranged 
from 20 to 45 below. 


A general warming up is noticeable 


in the northwest, St. Paul showing a 
temperature of 4 below as compared 
with 25 below 24 hours earlier. In the 
Canadian northwest and throughout 
Montana from fi to .10 above was shown. 
The rise in temperature is accom- 
panied by some snow, but no heavy 
precipitation is recorded. 


Effect In the South. 


Louisville, Ky., Feb. 1 I.— With tho 


south and southwest just beginning to 
recover from the paralyzing blow to 
wire and rail communications; inflicted 
by the sleet storms of last wc';k. the 
hopes of the inhabitants have been 
dashed by a cold wave which has 
spread with great speed from Arizona 
to the Atlantic and from the Ohio river 
to the Riilf. 
From various points in 


Texas, Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
come reports indicating that when tha 
weather moderates and accurate esti- 
mates are possible it will be found that 
losses of ranKe cattle and sheep will 
run from 15 per cent to the enormous 
amount of 5ft and 00 per r«;nt in some 
sections.

massacre was deliberately planned, o 
that the authorities were criminally 
negligent in permitting the assem 
blage of the people as they did. Tha 
these reports have reached the Czar 
and disturbed him would appear irom 
the action now taken. The resort in 
all probability will excuse the massa 
ere and put the blame on the people 
instead of where it rightly belongs 
but the move to secure it shows tha 
the Russian government is sensitiv> 
to the international criticism of 
tin 


affair. 


There is apparently considerable to 


be urged on both sides of the question 
raised by the Senate amendments to 
the pending arbitration treaties. 
Th> 


President contends that to amend the 
treaties will practically make .them 
valueless, as it would be necessarj 
hereafter to have a special treaty fo 
every subject proposed 
to be arbi 


trated. Many senators contend, how 
ever, that while this may be true, yei 
the ratification of these treaties wil 
commit the United States to the gen 
eral policy of arbitration. The South 
ern Senators favored the amendment. 
as they want to make sure that no old 
claims against their States for re 
pudiated loans held by foreigners wil' 
become the 
subject of arbitration 


Some Senators also insisted on the 
amendment so as to protect the Sen 
ate's rights against the executive en 
croachment they see in the President's 
attitude. 


British Disappointed. 


London, Feb. 14.—The announce- 


ment of President Roosevelt's determi- 
nation to proceed no further with the 
arbitration treaties in consequence of 
the senate's action in substituting the 
term "treaty" for "agreement" is re 
ceived with some degree of surprise, 
but with no evidence of concern in of- 
ficial circles in London. Disappoint- 
ment was expressed at the foreign of- 
fice, but officials there said they were 
confident that a treaty upon which all 
parties could agree would be signed 
ultimately. While there is every evi- 
dence that officials regret this second 
failure to secure an arbitration treaty 
with the United States, the matter is 
not treated as cause for the slightest 
uneasiness.

Philadelphia. Feb. 14.—United States 


Senator Tillman of South Carolina ar- 
rived here in company with his physi- 
cian. Dr. J. W. Babcock of Columbia. 
S. C. Senator Tillman says he has 
been in ill health and that he came 
here for treatment.

not enter a sanitarium, and states that 
his physician says he is suffering from 
grip, but the senator says he thinks it 
is something more serious than the 
grip-

about 40 years: Mrs. Cynthia Ford, 
.05, a sister of Mrs. Armstrong, and 
Mabf.1 Armstrong. 15. were found in 
their bouse in Maple street. They had 
been asphyxiated by natural gas.

Tokyo, Feb. 14.—The British steam- 


er Eastry. which was captured off Hok- 
kaido -Tan. 7. has been released, it hav- 
ing developed that her seraire was a 
mistake. She was carrying a cargo of 
coal from Hokkaido to Singapore. 


Ninety Persons Perished. 


London, fth. 14.—A dispatch ftvnr 


Kobe. Japan, to the Express, reports 
that the small steamer Xalorikapa col- 
lided with th«- harbor works at Osaka 
and sank, aud that 94 persons were 
drowned.

Upon the kind of story to write lire use- 
less. Knoli aspirant for the publisher's 
check and literary fame will write the 
kind of story that is iu him or her, and 
that, by the way, is just the kind and 
the only kind wuuted by publisher or 
reader. 


The way of writing a story, or of 


putting, is subject to variation^, and 
lu that phase of uuthonihip the begin- 
ner has everything to Icaru. It is not 
always best, perhaps never, to set out 
to write a story as a maiden effort in 
literature. Expression is the art to be 
mastered, and important features of 
that art are often mastered by fugitive 
writing for the newspapers, for friend- 
ly correspondents und for readings be 
fore literary gatherings. A good look- 
ing bunch of manuscript wins half the 
battle by creating a good impression 
offhand. It is certain to be read by 
the editor, and for tbat the beginner 
ought to be grateful. 


The Creed of the Russian Peasantry. 


Catharine Breshkovsky, a Russian 


philanthropist and revolutionist, sum- 
marizes the economic and social creed 
of the Russian peasantry as follows: 


The Russian peasants say that justice 


(or God; demands that all human beings 
should be happy; that they shall have 
means of enjoying life without doing evi 
to others and without being oppressed b> 
them. But beyond this Russian peasant;, 
are bold enough to believe that they knov. 
not only what constitutes truth, but also 
the means of putting it In practice- here on 
earth. 
They say, for instance, that a 


good God has created man; that he gave 
man with life the right to enjoy all that is 
created by him for the benefit of man- 
kind. 
So the land, with all its riches, 


forests and streams, all this belongs to al! 
of us because it is the work of God. 


This is the 'economic aspect of truth to 


the Russian "peasants. As to the morai 
Bide, it consists in never doing evil to 
one's neighbor and in aiding him m his 
toll. Daily toil does not frighten the Rus- 
sian laborer; he loves the land and values 
his work, which makes his,life pleasar.ter 
and more Intelligent. 
This is the real 


Russian p&asant. 


While the above is an ultra partisan 


and optimistic view, it nevertheless 
agrees in essentials •with what is al- 
ready believed of the masses of Ilussia. 
Considering the immense preponder- 
ance of the peasantry in the population, 
if they ever get the chance of putting 
their principles into general practice 
the world may yet turn to the east for 
a glimpse of the first social millennium. 


Work and Flay at College. 


Although this is a college boomin 


age, the meaning of a college career 
seems to be an unsettled question. 
President Thwing of the Western Ke- 
serve university is really found to be 
on the defensive while suggesting in 
the North American Review that a col- 
lege course should be largely a matter 
of lectures, lessons, library and labora- 
tory. He says: "Going to college and 
working little is good; going to college 
and working much is better, very good. 
The college student should, indeed, be 
other than a student. 
But he should 


at least be a student and a bard one 
too." 


An inside view of college life which 


now and then leaks out is that only 
those students who work their way are 
really benefited by a college career. Of 
course the man who works bis way and 
gets the worth of his time and effort 
cannot do much besides work. The 
much talked up social life of the place 
cannot mean anything to him. If lie 
gets all that there is worth while sole- 
ly by hard work, those who skip the 
hard work naturally come out with a 
poor showing In valuable results.

Claim to "tschin" (rank) has everybody 
who has graduated, from a higher edu- 
cational institution. 
Every graduate 


from a high school, every officer who 
leaves the army to go into civil service, 
is, according to Russian law, given a 
"tschin," and in this way "tschiu" 
stands rather for a certain amount of 
education than for what may be de- 
fined as rank. A person of noble birth 
has 
the privilege of obtaining 
a 


"tschin" easier and more quickly than 
a person of lower birth, so that a noble- 
man needs only have served a very 
short time in a government office to be- 
come a "tschinowuik." 


Every clerk who has passed an ex- 


amination becomes a "tschinownik" 
and is thereby to a certain extent safe 
from arrest without a special warrant. 
All the members of the zemstvos are 
without exception "tschinowniks," and 
many of them may even lay claim to 
the title of "excellency." 


Those who consider the great Rus- 


sian people an uneducated horde, with- 
out culture and education, apt to com- 
mit all kinds of excesses on the slight- 
est provocation, are also very much 
mistaken. 


It is true that the Russian moujik 


has been trampled upon and treated 
like cattle and that there are many 
who would still like to treat him in this 
manner, but it is also true that he has 
now a strong longing for education and 
strives to obtain it with all the stub-

Estate to Be Formed by Indiana Man 


For One-year old Child. 


A forest and a sheep farm of 420 


acres is the estate to be fo'rmed by P. 
J. Eigeninann, president of the Rock- 
port Trust company, for his son, now 
one year old, says a dispatch from In- 
dianapolis, Ind. 


W. H. Freeman, secretary of the In- 


diana state board of forestry, in his 
talks before farmers' institutes recent- 
ly has tried to impress on his hearers 
the value of using their broken sandy 
clay land for forest preserves. 
Mr. 


Eigenmann became so interested in the 
plan that he has decided to turn 420 
acres of broken, denuded sandy clay 
land at Bradley's Crossing into a forest 
and sheep farm and hopes that by the 
time the boy, for whose benefit the in- 
vestment is made, grows up this prop- 
erty, now valued at about $10 an acre, 
will be yery valuable. 


In speaking of the experiment Mr. 


Freeman described the soil as about 
six feet deep, underlaid with soapstone 
clay, which ^formed an impervious 
stratum for*wetter.' When exposed and 
denuded, said^StlEi Freeman, this land 
becomes barren 'and badly eroded. 
"This sort of land can be made valua- 
ble," he said.*' "On the loose, sandy 
clay black locust trees will be planted 
eight to twelve feet apart. 
In the 


harder clay soil chestnut trees will be 
planted at similar distances. 


"Wherever locust trees are found 


there you will also find a fine stand of 
blue grass. The locust tree is legumi- 
nous, not dense of shade. Its roots 
rapidly network the soil and prevent 
erosion, and a few years will see a 
dense, luxuriant growth of blue grass. 


"These trees 
afford just enough 


denseness of shade to protect such land 
from the sun's rays, conserve the 
moisture and stimulate a growth of 
grass, and the seeds, leaves and flow- 
ers, because of their leguminous prop- 
erties, act as fertilizer. 
Thinning of 


the trees and the grass will follow as 
necessity demands. It is after a good 
stand of grass is obtained that the 
stock will be allowed to graze over the 
land. Meantime the trees will be pro- 
tected from the stock. 


"The objects aimed at will be accom- 


plished. 
Grazing for sheep and cattle 


will be afforded, and a valuable forest 
estate of posts, telegraph and telephone 
poles and railroad timbers will be ob- 
tained. I can think of no more prac- 
tical way to provide for that one-year- 
old son."'

• acknowledgments are due to the minis- 
ters, law officers, grand juries, public 
men and great daily newspapers in the 
south who have recently done such 
effective work in leading ihe crusade 
against lynching, and baid that the 
problem was to "so adjust the rela- 
tions between races that the 'jackar 1 
race be trained so that it may enter 
into the possession of true freedom. 
•while the forward .ace is erablcd to 
preserve unharmed the high civilisa- 
tion wiought out by its forefathers. '' 


The president was 
introduced by 


Louis Stern, president of the Republi- 
can club, in a brief bpcec- . In intro- 
ducing the president Mr. Stern re 
ferred to him as having earned the 
right "by the quality of his administra- 
tion" to be called the successor of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
The 
sentiment 


evoked a demonstration lasting many 
moments. A mention of Mr. McKinley 
also caused a demonstration. The ban- 
-quet was held at the V'aldorf-Astoria 
hotel and 1,300 persons attended, in- 
cluding Secretary of War Tat, Elihu 
Root. Whitelaw Reid. B. B. Odell. Jr., 
Senator .T. P. Dolliver. Oscar Straus, 
Bishop Fowler, Lieutenant Governor 
M. Lian Bruce. Seth Low. William 
Loeb, Jr., George A. Knight and An- 
drew Carnegie. The president said: 


"Our effort should be to secure to 


each man. whatever his color, equality 
of opportunity, equality of treatr/ient 
before the law. The only safe 'princi- 
ple upon which Americans cafo act is 


_ that of 'all men up,' not that/of 'some 


men down.' The problem is to adjust 
the relations between two races of dif- 
ferent ethnic type that the rights of 
neither be abridged nor jeopardized; 
that the backward race be trained so 
that it may enter into the possession 
of trne freedom, while the forward 
race is enabled to preserve unharmed 
the high civilization wrought out by 
its forefathers. 


"It is a problem demanding the best 


thought, the utmost patience, the most 
earnest effort, the broadest charity, of 
the statesman, the student, the philan- 
thropist: of the leaders of thought in 
every department of our national life. 
The church can be a most important 
factor in solving it aright. But above 
all else we need for its successful solu- 
tion the sober, kindly, steadfast, un- 
selfish performance of duty by the 
average plain citizen in his everyday 
dealings with his fellows. 


"The attitude of the north toward 


the negro is far from what it should 
be and there is need that the north 
also should act in good faith upon the 
principle of giving to each man what 
Is justly due him. of treating him on 
his worth as a man. granting him no 
special favors, but denying h"-n m 
proper opportunity for labor ar:,! 'he 
reward of labor. But the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the south render the 
problem there far greater and far 
more acute. 


"Laziness and shiftlessness. these. 


and above all. vice and criminality of 
every kind, are evils more potent for 
harm to the black race than all acts of 
oppression of white men put together. 
The colored man who fails to condemn 
crime in another colored man. who 
fails to co-operaie in all lawful ways in 
bringinc colored criminals to justice. 
is the worst enemy of his own people. 
as well as an enemy to all the people. 
I^aw-abidinc black men should, for the 
sake of their race lie foremost in re- 
lentless and unceasing warfare against 
law-breaking black men.

Gould tunnel is two miles less. The 
odd feature of the revision in rates 
appears when it is recalled that the 
Gould tunnel opened for service be- 
tween 20 and 25 years ago, and the 
traffic department of the road has nev- 
er recognized the difference in dis- 
tance in making up the list of tariffs.
